THE SH0DD\ GOVERNMENT. 



It is a woll-fciiown r.xioia in trade 
that the " cheapest goods are generally 
the dearest." The people of this young 
Province have recently ascertained to 
their serious cost that the "cheap and 
nasty " Government with which they 
ore now cursed has proved the most 
expensive of any that has occupied the 
Government offices since the consumma- 
tion of Confederation. It was a proud 
day for the Finance Minister when he 
was enabled to come clown to the Houso 
and announce that he had succeeded, 
by a system known as "squeezing," in 
reducing the ollicial forco to a mini- 
mum, and curtailing the espouses of 
Government in every department. In 
no department of the Government was 
the reduction more apparent than in 
that of the police force in the country 
and mining districts. At Cassiar, at 
Lillooet and at Yale, the reductions 
swept away the constabulary force, with 
whom nearly every semblance of aif - 
thority disappeared from the . ^'V^'.j"^ 

Oh! how the Finance . "'V . i

... _ e - " s '"mils with glee as he announc- 
ed them ! How he cast his eyes up to 
the galleries in anticipation of warm 
popular plaudits as he descanted on 
the groat economy he was about to 
effect. A too-conhcling public accept- 
ed the policy of the Government as one 
of true retrenchment; and the House, 
despite the protests of (ho Opposition, 
passed the Estimates with an hurrah. 

The country has now had a twelve 
months' trial of the shoddy system, and 
it becomes our duty to day to ask them 
how they are pleased with the goods? 
Do the boots wear well ? Does the 
coat tit across the back 1 Have the 
trouserd shrunk 1 Can they shoot peas 
through the seams of the shirts ? In 
fine, have they ascertained that shoddy 
goods are in reality the cheapest? Let 
us examine the record of the system 
for a few minutes : At Cassiar the 
toll collector, in the absence of a con- 
stable, undertook to perform police 
duty, and was done to death by a fren- 
zied Indian. At Lillooet a whole fam- 
ily were murdered in cold blood and 
their home tired by miscreants who, in 
the absence of ». constable, have not 
been tracked. In Yale, the law has 
boon openly and flagrantly defied for 
several months. The gaol being in- 
secure, prisoners picked tho locks and 
walked off whenever they saw fit, and 
there was no force to recapture them. 
The Police duty of the district devolv- 
ed entirely on the Government Agent, 
■who under the shoddy system was also 
Tax-collector, Assessor, Clerk of the 
County Court, Registrar of theSupreme 
Court and Gaoler 1 The duties of half- 
a-dozen other offices were thrust upon 
him in working out the cheap system 
of government; but of that moro anon. 
Well, what has happened thero in con- 
sequence of the immunity from pun 
. ishment which law-breakers have en- 
joyed in that district since last winter? 
An utter contempt for the law has 
grown up. Lawbreakers saw that the 
Government Agent with a gaol whose 
locks and bars they laughed to scorn at 
pleasure, and weighed down by a mul- 
tiplicity of duties, was too weak to 
enforce the law against them. Un- 
checked, they went from bad to worse ; 
became the terror of the neighborhood. 
The peaceful community appealed to 
the Government Agent for protection. 
He referred their complaint to the 
Government at Victoria. The Gov- 
ernment here refused to grant him 
power to enforce tho law. They re- 
fused to render the gaol secure. It is 
even said that they sent back vouchers for 
tpecial constables, and that the poor man 
had to pay the amounts from his own 
slender salary. At last the villains 
broke out in open rebellion. They 
turned footpads ; robbed and beat Chi- 
nese miners ; shot and stole settlers' 
cattle, and threatened to burn the 
town of Kamloops. The Government 
Agent, with two settlers, started to ar- 
rest the men. In the attempt to en- 
forco the laws he was murdered in cold 
blood and one of his assistants desper- 
ately wounded. The outlaws then fled 
up Nicola Valley, committing another 
murder as they passed, and finally for- 
tified themselves in a log house. With 
the death of the Government Agent 
every semblance of authority in the 
district (saving the J. P.'s) was 
got rid of; and but for the 
bravery of the settlers, who were 
assisted by the; Indians, they would 
still be at largo. Their capture was not 
effected until three lives more had been 
lost or placed in extreme jeopardy, 
and they were taken without the aid 
of a single Government officer! 

In the foregoing it will be seen that 
the cheap system of government has 
broken down utterly. Subjected to a 
slight strain in three districts it 
snapped at once. Since tho dreadful 
affair at Cassiar two constables have 
been stationed on Stickeen River. 
Since the murder of tho Pool family 
tho constable has been restored to 
Lillooet; and since the frightful atroci- 
ties in Yale we expect to hear of tho 
district being fenced in with police- 
men. The remarks of Mr. Justice 
Gray to the Grand Jurors on Monday 
were poir.'ed and timely. He said: 

"On a former occasion he had re- 
commended that constables be stationed 
at Kamloops and Clinton, and had that 
been done this frightful affair would not 
have occurred." 

The Government organ in this city, 
truo to its instincts, remarks "that 
thero are and have been for some time 
past constables at both places." This 
.is positively untrue. The murdered 
Government Agent at Kamloops, who 
was overburtheuod with other duties, 
was tho only " constable" in that sec- 
tion; and the constable was removed 
from Lillooet in the Spring and only 
restored whou after tliefailin-oof Justice 



in tho Pool murder caso the Govern- 
ment had been presented by tho Grand 
J ury of Clinton. Tho stable, in every 
case, has been locked after tho horse 
was stolen. When the Government 
policy broke down they went Lack to 
the policy of their predecessors in every 
case. So much for shoddy goods: 

" EXt 'L US/ i r E " ME A iVNESS. 

The claim of the Government organ 
to the palm of exclusive meanness will 
not be contested. In its issue of yes- 
terday it starts out to defend itself 
against tho chargo of appropriating 
our exclusive dispatches without credit 
with tho plea of "not guilt)'." He then 
flourishes through a, quarter-column of 
uousenso, winding up with a confession 
of guilt in tho following words: 

"The item concerning tho railway con- 
tracts, about which our contemporary 
whines ao dolefully, was published in an 
almost similar form in a San Francisco 
paper three days previously, and we pub- 
lished (hat too on Monday and likewise 
without acknowledgement." . ^- '

THE CtRSJAT FIRS 1ST TORONTO. 

Particulars of tho Destruction of tho 
Ojjora House, 

Toronto, Nov. 29.— One of the moat 
destructive liroa that has taken place in 
Toronto for some time broke out this 
morning at 3 o'clock in the Grand Opera 
Houso and before it was subdued it had 
completely destroyed tho rear part of tho 
building and some of the front offices as 
well. The front of the building on Ade- 
laide street has been saved. Robt. Wright, 
the care-taker, Mrs. Wright, aged 22, and 
one of their children, Mamie, aged 5, who 
slept in a room at the top of the building, 
have been burned to death, and a man 
named T. Scott, in his attempt to savo 
Wright, got severely burned and was in- 
jured in attempting to jump out of harm's 
way. Tho first alarm was sounded at 15 
o'clock, by which time it was seen that 
tho interior of the building was ono vast 
flowing furnace, with tho tlanio rising 
from it in ono vast cupola shaped mass. 
Soon the fiery elements swept through the 
roof and ascended high into the heavens, 
illuminating the city to its furthest limits, 
and rousing many persons out of bed with 
its ruddy glare. It became at onco ap- 
parent to the firemen, who had by this 
time reached the scone, that nothing 
could be done for the rear part of the 
building, and, accordingly, they directed 
their offorts to save tho front olliccs, 
which are tho most valuable portion of 
tho structure. In this they wore moro 
successful than might have been anticipat- 
ed. Notwithstanding their efforts, how- 
ever, the flames gradually sought a way 
for themselves into tho front, and, espec- 
ially in the roof of tho building, did con- 
siderable damage. However the firemen, 
who, in response to a second alarm, had 
been roinforced from all tho out-lying 
stations, by their united and strenuous 
efforts succeeded in driving the devouring 
element back. It was not, howover, till 
after hours of hard work that this was 
accomplished, and that only when the 
back part of tho structure (tho theatre 
proper) had been completely destroyed, 
tho baro walls only remaining. 

A WORK OK DEATH. 

A terrible scene was being enacted while 
the firemen wcro busy at their task, in 
tho room kept by the caretaker. It ap- 
pears that the first warning they got of 
their terrible peril was the crackling of 
the fire and the heavy smoke which rolled 
from tho burning mass in the rear into 
tho front apartment. Consternation seams 
to hayo completely paralyzed tho unfortu- 
nates and rendered them for tho time in- 
capable of moving. Thos. Scott who was 
in the placo along with Wright, who was a 
stage carponter, was roused by feeling 
tho smell of smoke. He rushed around 
tho building in all directions to find a 
means of escape, but there was none. Ho 
went up-stairs and roused Wright, but 
that man was so terrified that he seemed 
not to coniprehond tho position he was in. 
Scott coaxed him to get out, but the un- 
fortunate man would not stir. Scott had 
no more time to remonstrate and after 
shouting a last warning to Wright he 
rushed down stairs. By this the flames 
had caught tho stairways and ho had a 
hard job to get down at all. With a gi- 
gantic furnace behind him, and an iron 
door in front of him, Scott found himself 
in a horrible predicament. But thero 
was no time to bo wasted. The flaming 
tongues of fire wero already licking his 
face and singeing his clothing, and as a 
last resource ho went to a side window 
and jumped to the ground. In his fall 
he hurt himself considerably. Wright, 
his wife and child all perished. With 
the building, tho theatre and all other 
items, the loss cannot be under S200,000. 
The Opera House, as is well known, was 
only built five or six years ago. The build- 
ing cost £'50,000. It was originally built 
in shares, but lattely it came into the 
possession of Mr. Alexander Manning by 
purchase. It is supposed Mr. Manning 
is insured to the extent of 830,000, but 
as that gentleman could not be found 
this could not be ascertained for certain. 
Mr. Daniel E. Bandmann, who had all 
his valuable dresses and appointments in 
the place, has lost all, and will be a suf- 
ferer t* the extent of 825,000.

Bradford, Pa., Dec. 12. — A fire 
broke out last evening at well No. 4, 
belonging to E. O. Emerson in Red 
Eock. The well hud been cleaned pre- 
paratory to torpedoing and was left 
open. Superintendent Mason, of the 
Emerson lease, passed by with a lan- 
tern and the gas ignited and set (ire to 
tho rigging. Tho well made a flow and 
the burning oil ran down tho hill to a 
250 barrel tank which caught fire. The 
fire communicated with a 2500 barrel 
iron tank which was soon in a blazo 
and burned steadily until o o'clock this 
morning. Rivers of oil flowed down 
tho valley and through the main streot 
of Red Rock, burning all th^fcuBincss 
and private houses JU^'town. Three 
hundred fnntfU^f are i lome lcss and 
i r $Ji5 i 'gieat suffering. The sceno at 
$.Yo village after the fire had consumed 
all there wan to feed on was simply 
appalling. A dense black cloud hung 
ever all the surrounding country and 
nothing but blackened beams and still 
smoking ruins showed a sight of what 
was not long ago n thriving village. 
Relief commissions have been formed 
to render aid at Calmer, Derrick and 
Bradford and aid is being sent liberal ly 
and fast. 

New York, Dee. 12. — Samuel Sin- 
gleton, ticket taker of the Grand 
Opera House, having been indicted by 
the U. S. grand jury for violation of 
tho civil rights law, ho having refused 
admission to the theater of Win. 11. 
Davis, a colomi man, has been arrest- 
ed.

DETAILS OF THEIR CRIMES. 

[Exclusive Dispatch to the Colonist.] 

Cache Creek, Deo. 16. 
W'm. Croft and Thos. Trotter aro just 
in. Thoy were specials and were at tho 
capturo of tho McLeans and Hare near 
Douglas Like. Tho bandits wero on tho 
Indian roaorvo in a log building and Geo. 
Oaughell had to promiso an Indian one 
hundred dollars to got shown where they 
were and ho at onco sent a messenger to raise 
help to besiege thorn and for threo days 
tho citizons and specials, strongly rein- 
forced, continued tho fight. Several times 
propositions were mado back and forth 
for surrondor. An Indian would tako a 
note and go up to tho building and pass 
it through tho loop holes to tho bandits 
who would write an answer. Ono pro- 
position was to tho oftect that if tho bo- 
sieging forco would let them and their 
horses out with 500 hundred yards' 
start they would ride towards Kamloops 
and not fire on their pursuers, their own 
anxiety boing to got to Kamloops. Later 
on Clappcrton wrote them if they would 
lay down their arms thoy would bo pro- 
tected; if not the building would bo tired 
and burned over them. Their mMo in 
reply was: "Burn it and bo d — d. " Sev- 
eral attempts woro mado to fire the build- 
ing and at length, seeing the usolcssneas 
of tho struggle or bocoming faint-hearted, 
thoy throw out a signal of surrender, and 
agreod to lay down their arms to J. T. 
Edwards if he would agree to tako them 
into Kamloops unshackled. This was 
agreed to, when thoy came out one by ono 
and gave up their arms, but greatly to 
their disgust and a great cause of pro- 
fanity tho special constables seized and 
firmly bound them and started them for 
Kamloops, where they arrived on Satur- 
day evening. " 

From information received from the 
Mainland yesterday wo learn that the 
assassins havo reached Cacho Creek under 
guard of a strong escort, too lato, how- 
evor, to catch tho last regular stago. Thoy 
will loavo thoro by the next stago and 
arriro at Now Westminster to-morrow. 
Suporiutondont Todd will leave hero to- 
morrow morning for tho Mainland by tho 
steninor Princess Louise and on his af« 
| rival at Now Westminster will .issue, in- 
structions for tho incarceration of tho 
prisonors there. A gontloman who arrived 
from tho upper country on Monday furnish- 
od the Mailt/arid Chtart'ian with the follow- 
ing comprehensive details of tho crimes 
committed by tho assassins. Ho says: In 
consequoneo of repeated complaints from 
settlers of robborios by the McLeans and 
young Hare, Mr. Usshor, tho Govern- 
ment Agent, determined, if possible, to 
effect their arrest. For this purpose ho 
employed two men, McLood and Palmer, 
to accompany him as special constables. 
They woro armed with rovolvors and 
mounted on horseback, as it was supposed 
tho men to be arrested woro 20 miles from 
Kamloops. On tha way thoy met a man 
of the name of Shumway, whom thoy ask- 
ed to accompany them as a guide, ho bo- 
ing familiar with tho locality. Shumway 
demurred, but at last consented on consid- 
eration of his being allowed to call at a 
Mr. McDonald's, whore he knew he could 
borrow a ritlo ; as ho was wholly unarmod. 
Unfortunately, tho party mot tho McLeans" 
and Haro bofore reaching McDonald's 
house, cpiito unexpectedly. The outlaws 
immediately threw down their hats and 
coats on a signal from tho elder McLean, 
and took their . positions behind trees 
whence they fired upon tho approaching 
constables. Ussher received a shot in tho 
head, which appears to havo dazod him, 
as ho dismounted to grapple with young 
Haro, who was armod with a knife and 
pistol, leaving his revolvor in the holster 
on the horse. He is stated to havo seized 
Hare, when a struggle ensued; whoa Uss- 
her and Haro fell, Usshor was undorneath. 
Tho youngest McLean then approached, 
and Usshor cried out, "Don't kill 
me!" but tho wretch fired two shots at 
Usshcr's head, both taking effect, and, 
of course, killing him instantly. It is 
supposed that Haro must havo disfigured 
Usshor with his knifo, as tho faco of tho 
dead man was cut and slashed, tho nose 
being ontiroly removed Constable Mc- 
Lean received two shots, one of them 
passing through both cheeks and the other 
striking him in the knee. Palmor and 
McLeod fired several shots from their re- 
volvers, ono of Palmer's shots striking 
Allan McLean in the side. Thoy then 
rode oft' and a number of mon went out 
tho following day and brought in the body 
of Usshor, which was stripped. It ap- 
pears that one of the McLeans was mar- 
ried to tho daughter of tho Chief of the 
Nicola Indians cpiito recently, and thin 
gavo rise to the story that the McLeans 
had boon joined by tho Nicola Indians. 
But when a strong body of whites went 
out a few days subsequently, accompanied 
by some Kamloops Indians, the Nicola 
Indians joined them and they wore thus 
enabled to surround tho murderers in 
their lair. The murder of poor Kelly, 
which occurred soon after that of Usshor, 
was a most cold-blooded atrocity. He vros 
employed by Pete Fraser and was out, as- 
usual, tending his flock of sheep, when he 
was overtaken by the McLeans and Hare. 
Ho was a quiet, innoffensivo man, and 
wholly unarmed. It is said there was 
somo grudge against him for something 
that ho haa said or dono to one of the 
McLeans. The murderers afterwards 
called at Palmer's house, but tho latter 
was luckily from home. Allan McLean 
told Mrs. Palmor that ho had an account 
tosottlc with her husband; thoy took tea, 
sugar and other articles. Thoy then call- 
ed nt sovoral other dwellings, taking all 
tho firearms and ammunition thoy could 
find, and carrying off groceries and other 
articles to their placo of concealment. 
Poor Usshor, who was a most estimable 
young man, had only been married a short 
time, and his wife is now in a critical con- 
dition, being enceinte. 

It is surmised that tho wound received 
by tho loader of tho outlaws caused thorn 
to take refuge in the log cabin where thoy 
woro captured, and it is also stated a 
number of Indians, principally refugees 
from American territory, who reside at 
tho head of Okanagan Lako, mado a pro- 
posal to tho chief of tho Nicola Indians to 
join the McLeans and murder the settlors 
and tako possession of tho country. Tho 
Chief of tho Nicolas, with commondablo 
foresight, replied that ho had no desire to 
ncccdo to the proposal, as if ho did, tho 
Indians would not know whore to obtain 
their regular supplies of provisions. The 
whito men, who wero at. present their 
frionds, would bo gono and tho Indians 
would thus be left destitute.

THE FALL ASSIZES. 

(Before Mr. Justico Gray.) 

THIRD DAY. 

Wednesday, Dec. 17. 

MURDER. 

Edward McDonald was placed at the 
bar charged with tho murder of Jack, an 
Indian, at Cowichan. 

Mr. Drake and Mr. Harrison appeared 
for tho Crown, and Mr. Vheo. Davie for 
the defence. 

Tho prisoner pleaded " not guilty. "and 
tho following jurors wero ompannolcd. 

Josiah Jaques, A. Boswick, H. Cogan, 
G. Thomson, J. Dormaii, L. Young, J. 
Dougall, T. Preece, W. Halponny, John 
Stovons, Joseph Rhode', H. Knight. 

Mr. Drake opened tho case for tho pro- 
secution, defining what constituted tho 
crime of murder, and giving an outlino of 
the caso for the prosecution. Tho prison- 
er was at Kinnear's house at Cowichan 
Bay, and ongaged an Indian to canoo him 
across to Nolson's place, on tho othorsido 
of the bay. Tho prisoner had with him a 
bottle of brandy and one of gin, and Borne 
othor articles. Ho was somowhat under 
the influence of drink. About 5 o'clock 
the same afternoon ho was soon by an In- 
dian named "Joe. "endeavoring to paddle 
a canoo through a slough; ho was much 
intoxicated. Thoro was blood on his faco 
and he told "Joe" ho had had a fight with 
Jack and got rid of him; Joe took him in- 
to his canoe and took him on to Nolson's. 
A dog was soon howling on tho beach, 
and .loo wanted to tako tho dog into tho 
canoe; but the prisoner would not lot 
him. Within ton yards of whore the dog 
was then soon the dead body of Jack was 
found tho noxt morning. The prisoner, 
still bloody, was soon tho same evening at 
a settlor's house. Tho next morning tho 
body of Jack, bearing marks of violence 
on tho head and tho clothes torn, was 
found on the beach. There was an emp- 
ty gin bottle and a stone found lying near 
tho spot where tho body was found. The 
chief difficulty tho prosecution had to con- 
tend with was tho absence of medical tes- 
timony to prove that tho dead man camo 
to his death from the effects of wounds in- 
flicted by tho prisoner. 

An interpreter was obtained, and 
a number of witnesses corroborated 
the opening address of Counsel for tho 
Crown, and one (Mr. Skinner) stated that 
tho Government, in responso to a request 
from tho committing Magistrate, failed to 
send a medical man U) uxamino tho wounds 
received by decen art. 

AFTKit RECESS. 

Mr. Davio said ho did not propose to 
call evidence, except as to character. Tho 
Counsol for tho defence would therefore 
address tho jury last. Ho citod "Harris' 
Principles of Criminal Law." 

Mr. Drake quoted from "ArchhohT" 
in opposition to this view, and tho learn- 
ed Judge said that it was entirely a mat- 
ter of courtesy and rested with tho Crown 
to assort or waivo its right. 

Air. Davie said he wanted a decision on 
that point, which having been given, Mr. 
Davie asked that his objootion bo noted, 
which was done. 

Mr. Davio said it was a fundamental 
principle in criminal law and in judicial 
inquiries that tho best evidence that could 
bo procurod should be adduced. What would 
havo boon the best evidence in this caso ( 
Medical ovidenco that tho deceased camo 
to his death from tho injuries ho re- 
ceived at tho hands of the defendant; but 
here not only was thoro no evidence of 
that character, but tho Government had 
refused to order a medical examination 
.when asked to do so by tho Magistrate. 
In consequoneo of tho refusal of tho Gov- 
ernment no ono could now say how tho 
doad man came to his death — by strangu- 
lation, suffocation or the blow. This man, 
on trial for his life, if innocent, has his 
neck placed in jeopardy by tho inaction 
of tho Crown, and if guilty, ho will escape 
through tho same inaction. Fortunately 
for tho prisoner, however, in this caso 
not even a suspicion of his guilt 
could be entertained. Ho was a 
man of excellent character for hu- 
manity and correctness of life. In his 
statement before the Magistrate tho pri- 
soner said ha was under tho influence of 
liquor at Harris' Landing, no hired Jack 
to tako hiin across the harbor to Comiak- 
en; Jacked wanted to got the liquor; at- 
tacked defendant and did succeed in steal- 
ing a bottlo of gin. From tho evidonco 
of Mr. Skinner it was soon that Jack was 
a man who would steal liquor on any oc- 
casion. Tho prisoner was not armed, 
and ono of his arms is disabled. Jack was 
a big, lusty young fellow. When the 
body was found there was no larcoration, 
only a bruise. The prisoner, no 
doubt, was very drunk, — -nothing moro 
could be conceded. Tho law did not al- 
low a prisoner to bo convicted unless the 
death of the deceased wns clearly traced 
to him. 

E. J. Thain testified that ho had known 
the prisoner about five years; he was a 
hardworking, industrious man— the best 
he (witness) had ever employed; had seen 
him under liquor, when he was not quar- 
relsome; ono of his hands is cripplod; the 
deceased Indian never worked on a farm 
unless there was a prospect of liquor be- 
hind it; he appeared to bo a powerful 
man. About November, a year ago, wit- 
ness saw his wifo and him pounding each 
other's heads on tho beach. 

To Mr. Drake — Don't think ho could 
grip a person with his disabled hand. 

Joseph Nicholson, who had employed 
the prisoner, gave him an excellent char- 
acter for industry and peaceful disposi- 
tion. 

W. Snyder had known tho prisoner 5 
or years; ho was peaceable even when in 
liquor. 

Mr. Davio again addressed the jury ro- 
ferring to the oxcellenco of tho prisoner's 
reputation. Every suspicious circum- 
stanco had been explained away. The 
jury could not convict him of murdor or 
manslaughter, and if there had boon any 
assault it was in self-dofoncc-. The in- 
dictment did not contain a count for 
common assault, and tho jury could not 
find to that effect. 

Mr. Justico Gray—There can be no 
doubt on that head. 

Mr. Drako, in closing tho caso for tho 
Crown, claimed that an atrocious murder 
had boon committed. He pointed out 
discrepancies in tho prisoner's account of 
the affair and tho statement of the Indian 
who found tho prisoner in Jack's ennoo, 
while Jaok lay dead on tho shore. Tho 
probabilities of tho caso wore that the 
prisonor was covered with blood. He 
stated that ho had been fighting. He 
told Joo that he had struck Jack and sent 
him home. Thoro was evidenco that the 
face was bruised and broken in. Tho pro- 
sumption was that tho injuries wero done 
with tho stone. There was no evidence 
to show that the Indian was the worse for 
liquor, but the prisoner was tipsy when 
ho loft Kinnoar s, and ho was very drunk 
at 8 o'clock in tho evening. Tho jury had 
to judge from all tho circumstances 
whethor tho prisoner was guilty or inno- 
cent. There was strong evidence of a very 
violent assault, and oven in tho absence 
of medical ovidenco tho jury woro at lib- 
erty to find n verdict of manslaughter. 
The learned counsol cited authority to 



! show that it was competent for tho jury 
' to find for assault. 

\ His lordship charged the jury, reviow- 
i ing the ovidenco that had been adduced, 
i If anything but a blow caused tho doath 
! there was no allogation that tho doath was 
! caused by the prisoner. It was to bo ro- 
| grctted that thero had been no medical ex- 
amination of the skull before or sinco the 
affair; but whatever may have been the 
reason that there was no such examina- 
tion tho Govornmont that hail failed to or- 
der it was not on trial now. His lordship 
found it difficult to say of what tho man 
diod. Thore was no evidonco of a con- 
flict between the parties; thoro was no 
ovidenco as to who gavo tho fatal blow. 
Ho did not think tho caso of tho prisonor 
should ho projudicod because of tho stono 
boing found near tho body, and ho did not 
think that if tho charge of murder or 
manslaughter failod a verdict of assault 
should bo rendered. Thoro was no evi- 
dence of malice and therefore the charge 
of murder could not be sustained. His 
lordship wont through the evidence with 
great care. 

After the Judge's charge, 
Mr. Davio directod attention to tho caso 
of tho Queen vs. Smith, 34 U. C. Queen's 
Bonch reports, which decided that a jury 
could not convict of an assault undor an 
indictment charging murder only. 
Tho Judge charged tho jury accordingly. 
Mr. Harrison explained that tho reason 
no medical man was sont up was bocause 
tho coronor wrote to say none was ne- 
cessary. 

After an absence of five minutes tho 
jury returned with a verdict of "not 
guilty." 

The Court then adjourned till 10 
o'clock on Wednesday.

A largo numbor of 
the parents and friends of the pupils woro 
present and evinced a lively interest in 
the exorcises in which tho Board of Trus- 
tees and tho Suporiutondont of Education 
took part.

On the whole the examination was one of 
tho most successful that has boon hold 
horo.

THE CHINESE MURDER. 

Ah Qwong, on romnnd, charged with 
the wilful murder of Fong Pap and Sue 
Som. 

Mr. Davie stated that before proceed- 
ing with the evidence of the nest witness 
ho wished to inform the Court that it had 
recently come to his knowledge that tho 
last witness, Ah Chuo had been tamporod 
with in tho gaol through tho medium of 
tho very Chinaman who was brought from 
tho gaol yesterday and allowed to act as 
interpreter for the prisoner's counsol. Tho 
witness, Ah Chue, had been told that ho 
would suffer certain pains and penalties 
if ho told the whole truth about tho case, 
and it was apparent that yosterday ho had 
not told all ho know. Ho would thore- 
foro ask for permission to recall tho wit- 
ness and would submit at tho samo timo 
that tho interpreter, Ah Chong, was a 
highly improper person to bo allowed in 
Court. Ho exorcised a malefic infiuonco 
ovor every Chinese witness who took tho 
stand and always caused much trouble 
and mischief. 

Mr. Eborts said ho know nothing of tho 
matter and objected to tho proposition 
made by Mr. Davio. If it woro assonted 
to all tho witnesses for tho defonco might 
bo taken tip and confined in gaol, whilst 
tho witnesses for the prosecution woro al- 
lowed to go at largo and to do as thoy 
pleased. Ho submitted that if thoro was 
any doubt about tho matter tho prisoner 
should havo tho benefit of it. 

Mr. Courtney said tho Court must havo 
observed that tho interpreter Ah Chong 
was not a proper poison to havo in Court. 
Yesterday he had the audacity to jump up 
and state that he intended to bo a witness 
for the prosecution although tho prosecu- 
tion had not the slightest intontion of 
having anything to do with him. 

Mr. Eborts objected to the witness Ah 
Chue being recalled and submitted that 
if any rc-examination wero permitted it 
could only bo on tho evidenco adduced in 
tho cross-examination. 

His Honor said tho objection would bo 
notod, but it appeared to him that if tho 
witness had suppressed the truth in his 
former examination it was proper that ho 
should 1)0 rocallod. 

Ah Chuo was then recalled. Tho wit- 
ness, although ho gave his ovidenco in 
very good English on Tuesday, now said 
that he wanted an interpreter. Tho Court 
directed him to continue his ovidenco in 
English and ho then testified that when 
the prisoner camo homo on Wednesday 
morning ho (witness) noticed that hibfaco 
was all red. Witness askod him "What 
tho matter with you I" and tho prisoner 
replied in words to tho effect that tho wo- 
man with whom ho had slept during the 
night was unwoll and that accounted for 
the blood on his face; tho prisonor then 
looked at himsolf in a looking-glass ovor 
a basin and pitcher of water; did not soo 
him wash tho blood oft' his faco. 

Chong Ling, ono of the women prosont 
at tho supper given at tho murdered wo- 
man's house, testified that thoro woro 10 
men and 3 women present; witness loft 
at nbout 12 o'clock, leaving tho prisoner, 
Fong Pap and tho murdered woman alono 
in tho house. 

Mr. Eborts said he must request his 
Honor to permit his intorprotor to bo 
present as ho was quito in tho dark as to 
whether tho interpreter for tho prosecu- 
tion was telling tho truth or not. 

His Honor said tho application appear- 
ed to bo reasonable and the interprotor 
was again brought from gnol. 

Witness, continuing — Suo Som had a 
gold pin in her hair when at supper; she 
owned nt least S300 worth of jowolry; the 
witness did not notico any bracelots on hor 
arms. 

J. 'L\ Matthcw8,_M.R.C.S., testifiod to 
examining tho bodies of the doceasedman 
and woman and describod tho nature of 
their wounds. His evidonco was substan- 
tially tho samo as that given by him at tho 
Coroner's inquest. 

Mr. Davio stated that moro evidenco 
could be adduced, but it was chiefly cor- 
rohirativo. 

His Honor said ho did not soo tho no- 
cossity of taking it and committed 
the prisoner for trial. 

Ah Chong, alias Ah Ling, was then 
brought up on a charge of disturbing the 
peace. 

This Chinaman ia the ono who was 
handed over to the police by tho meeting 
of Chinoso merchants and tradors hold a 
fow ovonings sinco on account of his 
violent and suspicious conduct whon con- 
fronted with the fact that ho was present 
at tho supper given at the murdered wo- 
man's house. 

Counsel having informed the Court that 
tho prosecution had been withdrawn the 
defondant was discharged and left tho 
court room, but was immodiatoly re- 
arrested on a charge of tampering with tho 
witness Ah Chue, who gavo ovidonco in 
murder caso. 

The Court adjourned until 11 o'clock 
to-morrow (Thursday) morning.

COMMUNICATIONS 

Woro road from tho Survoyor General 
stating that, with the approval of the 
Council, the Chief Commissioner intend- 
ed to havo the road leading from Hum- 
boldt street to Beacon Hill graded and 
gravellod; also, to extend View street to 
the public school buildings. Pioccived 
and filed, tho Mayor stating that a reply 
had alroady beon aout to the communica- 
tion to tho effect that tho proposed im- 
provements mot with tho approval of the 
Council. 

From W. A. Robertson, calling atten- 
tion to tho dangorous stato of a sidowalk 
on Blanchard avenue. Referred to Street 
Com. 

From L. Goodacro with reference to a 
notico instructing him to repair a side- 
walk on Pandora street and stating that 
the walk is in good condition. Referred 
to Stroot Com. 

From J. Meldrum, making a similar 
statomont with reference to a sidewalk on 
Horald street. Applicant ordered to re- 
pair tho walk to tho satisfaction of the 
Stroot Com. 

From tho Survey Commissioners to tho 
chairman of the Survey Committee stat- 
ing that thoy had received tho plana and 
notes of the city survey and that as the 
snme aro now being examined by Mr. D. 
Harris, C.E., thero can be no objection to 
granting an extension of timo to the con- 
tractors for tho survey in ordor to afford 
them an opportunity to complete the 
work. 

On motion of Coun. Smith tho Survey 
Committoe wa3 ompowored to consult 
with tho city barrister as to the applica- 
tion of Messrs. Mahood & Cridgo for an 
extension of timo. 

A report was read from tho Superinten- 
dent of Police, giving a long list of sign- 
boards which aro loss than 9 feet from 
tho sidowalk, in violation of tho bylaw. 

On motion it was rcsolvod that all old 
signs bo permitted to remain as they aro; 
but in tho ovent of now signs being erect- 
ed thoy must bo put up in accordance with 
tho provisions of the bylaw. Any sign 
orectod after Nov. 1st, 1879, to bo con- 
sidered a now sign. 

A roport was read from tho Water 
Works Committeo stating that they had 
found tho machiuory in good condition 
for washing gravel previous to its boing 
put in the filter bods, but that the walls 
of tho filters wero giving way badly. Ro- 
port recoived and adoptod. 

Applications from W. K. Bull and 
Thos. Harris for tho position of returning 
officor at tho ensuing eloction woro laid 
over. 

Tho Clerk stated that 417 notices have 
beon ordered to bo issued for now side- 
walks. Out of thiB numbor 412 havo ac- 
tually been issued and tho romaining 5 
would bo issued to-morrow. 

A discussion arose as to who is respon- 
sible for tho oxpenso incurred in laying a 
sidewalk on Langloy stroot, in front of 
the city gaol. 

Coun. Walker said that tho Chief Com- 
missioner had agreod to pay for tho side- 
walk if tho property belonged to the Pro- 
vincial Govornmont and tho sidowalk had 
accordingly been laid. Now tho Chief 
Commissioner said tho Govornmont was 
out of funds and could not pay the bill. 

Coun. McLean moved that on'the next 
payment boing mado by the Council to tho 
Government tho amount duo for tho side- 
walk bo charged per contra. Carried. 1 

Coun, Thomson moved that tho bench 
of Licensing Magistrates bo requested to 
refuse any application for the present for 
additional licenses to drinking saloons, 
and that a copy of this resolution bo laid 
before the bench at its noxt sitting. 

Coun. WilliamB opposod tho motion on 
tho grounds that raliway construction 
will cause a great influx of population 
and that moro saloons would then bo ne- 
cessary. 

The Mayor supported tho motion and 
said that ho had refusod to grant any now 
liconBes to saloons on tho grounds that 
there wero already quite sufficient saloons 
in tho city. Of courso if tho applicant 
woro an hotel-keeper a license might be 
granted, as it had boon tho other day; but 
in justice to saloona already licensod it 
was right that no licenses for now saloons 
should be grantod. Ho was glad the mo- 
tion had boon introduced. 

Tho motion was then put and carried. 

Permission was granted Messrs. Pen- 
dray & Co, to orect poles on Government 
and Humboldt streets for a tolophono. 

Coun Thomson moved that the usual 
Christmas donations be made to tho Hos- 
pital, Protestant Orphanage, City Gaol 
nnd the B. 0. Benevolont Society. Car- 
ried.

A BYLAW 

To Rosulato tho Sanitary Condition of 
tho Oity of Victoria. 

Be it enacted by tho Mayor and Coun- 
cil of tho Corponitiou of tho City of Vic- 
toria as follows: 

1. It shall not be lawful to let or occu- 
py, or sutler to be occupied, .is a dwelling 
any room unless the following require- 
ments are complied with, that is to say: 

(a) Unless such room contain at all 
times at least 384 cubic feet of spaco 
for each person occupying the same. 

(J)) Unless such room has a window 
made to open in a manner approved 
by tho Board of Health or Health 
Oiiiecr of the City. 

(c) Unless there is appurtenant to such 
room the use of a water closet, earth 
closet or privy, furnished -with pro- 
per doors or coverings, to the satis- 
faction of tho Board of Health or 
Health Officer of the City. 

2. Any person who lots, occupies, or 
knowingly suffers to bo occupied, any 
room contrary to tho provisions of this 
Bylaw shall be liable for every such of- 
fence to a penalty not exceeding §50, in 
tho discretion of any Justice of the Ponce 
beforo whom ho may be convicted. 

it. Any room in which any person passes 
the night, or tltc principal part of tho 
night, shall be deemed to be occupied as a 
dwelling within tho meaning of this By- 
law. 

4. Where two convictions against the 
provisions of this Bylaw relating to tho 
occupation of a room as a dwelling have 
taken place within threo months (whether 
tho persons bo convicted were or were not 
tho samo) any Justice of the Peace may 
diroct tho closing of tho room so occupied, 
or of tho premises to which it belongs, for 
such time us he may deem necessary, oi 
may empower tho Board of Health or 
Health Officor of tho City permanently to 
closo tho samo. 

5. This Bylaw may bo cited for all pur- 
poses as "Tho Dwellings Bylaw, 1870."
